SUMMARY OF BILL: Requires the Department of Safety (DOS) to develop advisory
guidelines for best behaviors of drivers during traffic stops. Requires the Department of
Education (DOE) to make the advisory guidelines an integral part of driver education in this
state.

Specifies that citizens may, but are not required to, follow the advisory guidelines, and that

citizens shall not be liable for any civil damages or be subject to any other liability or action for
any failure to comply with these guidelines.
